DRAIN WOULD COST 
NEARLY $12,000 


An uadergroiad drain needed to stop flooding in 
Perry and Verdon streets, Williamstown, will cost about 


$12,000. 


The environment di- 
rector, Mr. Garnet Price, 
told Williamstown coun- 
cillors last week that 
the drain was the only 
solution to the problem. 

“During recent heavy 
rains flooding occurred on 
the north side of Perry 
Street between Railway 
Place and Verdon Street,” 
he said. 

“The main cause of this 
was a blocked pit near 
Railway Place, 

“Flooding also occurred 
on the north-east’ corner 
of Verdon and Perry 
streets, caused by a 
blocked“ ciilvert "across 
Perry Street, 

“Both pit and culvert 
have now been cleared. 

“In “addition to the 
blockages, the condition of 
-the pitcher channel on the; 
north side of Perry Street 
is such that it could not 
cope with the amount of 
and flooding re- 

sulted. q 

“The only permanent 
solution to the problem is 
the construction of an 

. underground drain on the 
north side of Perry Street, 
between Verdon Street and 
Railway’ Place. 

“The drain would in- 
clude suitable entry peints 
for water at the intersec- 
tion of Verdon and Perry 
streets,
